The Honest Dollar.

The result was a compromise bill, to

In arrang- 
ing Vliia compromise measure reference 
wns had to the monthly output of Ameri- 
can minee, and it was decided that this 
purchase by the government would prao- 
tiotilly absorb the output and still main 
tern silver at par. These are well known 
facts, and when the New York Bepubli 
can state convention snys: "The act o 
July 14,1890, provides for the purchase 
oi! the silver product of American mini 
til are may be some question about the 
phraseology, but it; is fair to assume thai 
the New York Republicans meant to 
convey the same meaning that is con 
veyed by the Ohio Republicans in thei: 
platform when they say:" 


We endorse the American coinage uo' 


of the last congress by which the entire 
production of the silver mines of the 
United States is added to tun currency

Against this is arrayed the quibbling 
Democracy with an entirely different 
proposition. It proposes to coin thi 
silver of the world, paying every person 
who brings 78 cents worth of silver to the 
mint one dollar for it. 


What is the Poiarlsoope. 


Every one who reads custom-house 


literature or tariff discussions knows that 
the sugar duties and bonnUee depenc 
upon what is called the polnriscope test 
but few know what this is, The follow 
ing from the pen of a well known writer 
will give the reader a Cuir idea of the in 
strament and its use: 


The testing of sugar to ascertain its 


saccharine strength is im interesting 
operation. One would think that the 
way to discover how sweet an article is 
would bo to tasto it. It eoeras rather od< 
thut tho degree ot sweetness is demon 
stratod by tha sense of sight rather than 
the seneo of ^taste. Suoh is the case 
however. The inspector looks at thf 
sngur through a peculiar instrument 
discovers the amount of saccharine mat 
ter in it. The instrument is called the 
polaiisoope. It somewhat • resembles n 
small telescope and is about eighteen 
inches long and is mounted on a stand 


Tho operation of testing seems very 


simple, yet it is very wonderful. A cer- 
tain amount ot sugar is placed in a cer- 
tain amount of water and allowed to dis- 
solve until it became almost clear. The 
solution is then transferred to an oblong 
bottle, which is placed in the instrument 
The inspector stands a lighted lamp be 
for the opposite end of the polarisoope 
and looks through the instrument. It is 
seen that the ray of light from the lamp 
is passing through the bottle containing 
the solution. oLsngar is retracted to one 
side at a considerable angle, He moves 
one end ot the polariscope until the ray 
of light is straightened. The movement 
of the instrument is registered upon a 
scale whereon is marked degrees. It the 
scale marks 90 degrees when the ray 01 
light becomes straightened, it is an in- 
dication that the sngar possesses a sac- 
charine strength of 90 degrees. The 
maker then becomes entitled to a bounty 
of 2 cents per pound. 


Of course, in places where there is a 
great bulk of sugar belonging to the same 
person it will be impossible to test every 
barrel or backage. In that case the pro- 
ducer will assort his product in three- 
barrel lots, according to its color, and the 
inspector will certify the three barrels 
upon the basis of one sample taken at 
random,
